be greater Plan at the institutions whose 
inmates number from ‘250 to 400 or 500. 
The Institute for the deaf and dumb at 
Delavan, has a limited number of pupils, 
there being only 150 present at the last 
day of September, 1880, and in the cost 
per capita for the maintaining these 
pupils, the Institute stauds next to tile 
one in tins city, the weekly cost being 
$5.29 
for 
each 
pupil. 
If 
three 
or 
four 
hundred 
pupils 
woald 
be placed in these charitable and import­ 
ant institutions, the cost would be out 
down fully one half, aud probably more 
than that.

when they go abroad to “ swim in a 
gondola11 and perform other feats of 
similar kind, that one of their most 
troublesome tasks will be found in the 
daily endeavor to keep time with the 
cun. Vet nothing is more certain than 
that days and * hours have a knack of 
getting into a hopeless muddle during a 
rapid railway ride due east. On a steam­ 
boat journey either to east or west there 
is less confusion, for the height of tho 
sun is taken on every clear day. The 
time problem put in a familiar way by 
the old ballad writer has been set in a 
more startling light by a modern French 
novelist. The unknown author of “ King 
John and the Abbot of Canterbury,” 
m:ikcs the shepherd who.personates tho 
latter tell the capricious tyrant in an­ 
swer to the second of his three ques­ 
tions, “ How soone may I ride the whota 
world about?” 
* You m ust rise with th e sun, and ride w ith 
the same. 
U ntil the next m orning he risotto agatine: 
And then your G race need not m ake anjr 
doubt, 
But iii tw enty-four hours you’ll ride it about. 
How far the writer of this “ Derry- 
down” ballad who evidently rewrote 
an earlier work, was acquainted with 
the Copernican system is not ascer­ 
tained, but for the purpose of his story 
he adopts the convenient if accurate 
theoiy that the sun moves ami not the 
earth, which rested, like many more 
blunders, on the evidence of the senses. 
The modern French novelist is scien­ 
tifically accurate in the scheme of hts 
ctoiy. In detail M. Jukes Verne fre­ 
quently errs, as when he speaks of the 
Kntomological Society as having been 
founded “ for the destruction of noxious 
insects,” but the fact on which his 
story is founded is mathematically cor­ 
rect. 
Phineas Fogg, when he made his 
bet to go round lite world in eighty 
days had no idea that the relation be­ 
tween sun and earth would help him to 
win what he at one moment thought a 
lost wager. Carefully keeping count of 
time he imagines that he must have lost; 
that he arrived in London on Sunday 
instead of Saturday; that Ii is great bet is 
forfeited, and that he is ruined. 
Send­ 
ing for a clergy man to marry him. he 
discovers that "his bet is not lost, that it 
hi Saturday instead of Sunday. 
How 
this comes about is very easy of expla­ 
nation. Fogg, instead of “ riding with 
the sun.” that is from east to w est. rode 
for eighty days against it, aud thus, 
despite his carefully-kept 
itinerary, 
gained a day without knowing it. bv 
going to the eastward he gained four 
minutes for every degree of longitude 
lie crossed, and as M. Jules Terne 
naively explains, for the benefit of such 
of his countrymen as knew' not geo­ 
graphy, there arc three hundred and 
sixty of these degrees on the terrestrial 
circumference, and these throe hundred 
and sixty degrees multiplied by four 
minutes yield precisely 
twenty-four 
hours—the day unconsciously gained. 
In other words, while Phineas Fogg, 
traveling eastward, saw the sun at tile 
meridian eighty times, his friends who 
remained in London only saw it pass 
seventy-niue times. This is why, on 
the day which was Saturday and not 
Sunday, as Fogg thought, these friends 
were waiting for him at the Reform 
Club. In short, the twenty-four hours 
which would have been spent iii riding 
round the world with the sun, were 
gained by riding round it in the oppo 
cite direction in eighty days. 
Few who have read M. Verne's de­ 
lightful book have foreotien either 
Passepartout, Phineas Fogg’s French 
valet, the possessor of the great silver 
family watch, or his rage when the de­ 
tective Fix tells him at Suez that the 
highly-pt ized heirloom is more than 
two hours slow'. 
Fix explains that 
Suez time is faster than london time, 
and that Passepartout must set his 
watch by the ruling meridian of each 
country. 
“ I alter my watch.” screams 
the valet; “ never. 
“ Very 
well, 
then, it w ill no longer agree with the 
aun,” replies Fix. 
“ Then so much the 
worse for the sun. It will be he who 
has gone wrong.” The term “ ruling 
meridian” is used advisedly, for, as 
the rapidity of communication In­ 
creases, the fashion of keeling one 
railway time in each country is found 
absolutely necessary. 
The difference 
between the time of large towns in a 
small country like England is not so 
startling as that between London and 
Fiji —that is, from noon to midnight— 
but quite appreciable, nevertheless. 
It is not possible to experience within 


ays, 
this 


Severely punctual persons, however, 
should recollect the difference in time 
between London and Plymouth, for in­ 
stance, when they have appointment 
to keep. Greenwich time thus pre­ 
vails on English anti Scotch railway 
lait not in the sister island. In 
respect justice has been done to Ire­ 
land. for if there is no Parliament on 
ColK*ge-Grt*en, Dublin time iskepton 
Irish I ail wavs, the difference between 
Dublin and Greenwich 
time being 
twenty-live minutes and twenty sec- 
ouds. 
In moving rapidly about Europe, the 
necessity of having ouly one railway 
time for each country, is amply recog­ 
nized. 
This rule generally obtains, 
Paris time, w hich is nine minutes and 
a quarter earlier than that of Green­ 
wich, prevail* hi France; Amsterdam 
time in Holland; Prague time in Aus­ 
tria; Pest Ii time in Hungary; Roman 
time in Italy; Mannheim time in tho 
Palatinate, and St. Petersburg time in 
Russia. Tile latter is two hours and 
one minute before that of London; so 
that the watch of the traveler goincr 
eastward astonishes him at Suez, as did 
his Passepartout, by being two hours 
and ten minutes slow, if he have not 
been prudent enough to set it by the 
ruling meridian of every country he has 
traveled through. 
A similar but opj>osite experience is 
made in going from London to New 
York, and thence :icross the Continent 
to San Francisco, 
lf it were not, how­ 
ever, for the telltale watch, everything 
would appear simple 
and 
natural 
enough. 
It is when the test of the tel­ 
egraph is applied that strange results 
are obtained. It is curious to note that a 
telegram sent from London to San Fran­ 
cisco at noon a rriv e s at about four o’clock 
in the morning, and that one sent at the 
same moment to Calcutta at about six 
o’clock in tile evening. Amusing and 
odd re su lts, besides the printing of 
speeches before the date of which they 
are uttered, arise from the variation 
of time and the earth's surface. Greet­ 
ings sent from festive banquets in the 
United States bv telegraph to England 
arrive in tile dead of the night; and an 
afternoon performance of a new drama 
takes place in New York simultaneous­ 
ly with the evening performance in 
London a fact not unobserved by Mr. 
Pouch*auIt and other dramatic authors.

'J ill: sad tidings of the terrible loss 
sustained bv Prof. Mommsen 
have 
caused such genuine regret throughout 
the whole of Germany as has seldom 
been witnessed on a like occasion. All 
party feelings have been laid aside, and 
even the Professor's political antago­ 
nists, however dissatisfied with his out- 
sjKiken Liberalism, could not help join­ 
ing in the universal commiseration. The 
eminent scholar, residing with his large 
family in a small villa situated in one of 
the fashionable suburbs, had been study­ 
ing until an advanced hour of the night 
over ii copy of some important Roman 
inscriptions, when sleep overpowered 
Lim. lie awoke at about three in the 
morning, put out the gas and was going 
to retire, when he, by some inadvert­ 
ence, dropped a burning match, with 
which he had lit the candle, on a thick 
carpet. Tile tire thus produced must 
have been smoldering for some time be­ 
fore it was discovered by some work­ 
men employed in a neighboring manu­ 
factory. 
An alarm was immediately 
given, but tov* late to save the treasured 
library from the ravages of the de­ 
structive element. 
Prof. Monmisen, almost beside him­ 
self, could with the utmost difficulty be 
withheld from rushing into the Haines in 
the vain hope of rescuing some of the 
precious documents

shelves, lie wits particularly anxious

All over the world, how­ 
ever, London time is synonymous with 
Greenwich time, the small di fie reno 
just noted boing of no practical im­ 
portance. 
Edinburgh was just cited as an in 
stance of the difference of time prevail­ 
ing in England, but it would not b 
difficult to select a large number o* 
similar instances. Liverpool is twelve 
minutes all but four seconds slow of 
Greenwich time, ami Penzance twenty- 
two minutes and four seconds in the 
rear: while Yarmouth is six minutes 
ami fifty-two seconds ahead. There is 
thus nearly half an hour between one 
end of England and the other, a varia­ 
tion sufficient to cause great annoyance 
to those traveling on business, were it not 
that railway companies in England and 
Scotland have made short work of lon- 


Bation put such a sudden stop to the 
jors of many years. An eye-witness, 
who saw tho Professor just after the dis­ 
covery of the fire, relates that he never 
beheld any thing more touching than 
his agonizing grief. The poor old man 
seemed to have lost all self-control. 
When the endeavors of his family to re­ 
move him from the scene of the disas­ 
ter failed, the police had to insist upon 
his retiring. 
Notwithstanding all ef­ 
forts to keep him out of danger, he re­ 
ceived several severe wounds which it 
will take long to heal. 
Besides the above mentioned work on 
“ Roman Inscriptions,” all the materials 
for a continuation of his famous “ History 
of Rome,” designed to descrilie the time 
of tile first Emperors, have boen utterly 
lost. By a singular coincidence Profes­ 
sor Mommsen has undergone the same 
trial as Niebuhr, his great 
prede­ 
cessor in the Professorship of History in 
the University of Berlin, whose library 
in his old age also fell a prey to the de­ 
vouring element. Unlike Niebuhr, who 
could never quite recover the shock of 
that fatal night. Professor Mommsen, 
with a really wonderful elasticity of 
mind, has already in great measure re­ 
gained his composure, and speaks with 
confidence of repairing speedily the de­ 
struction of the fruits of his long re­ 
searches. The Emperor, as well as the 
Crown Prince, the latter of whom was 
one of the Professor’s pupils, sympa­ 
thetically inquired about his condition. 
I should not be surprised if royal apart­ 
ments were placed at his disposal to en­ 
able him to uursue his studies iiiouiet. 
Thousands ami thousands have Hooted 
to Charlottenburg to look at Mommsen's 
half-burnt house and gardens, strewn 
with the ashes of so many valuable re­ 
cords of the past. The burning of 
Mummsen's library will doubtless give 
rise to active discussions of the question 
as to whether such irreparable docu­ 
ments, if intrusted by the Vatican and 
other governments to a private indi­ 
vidual, be he ever so renowned, should 
not be minutely copied by some chemi­ 
cal or other process, so that the originals 
med never leave their safe deposito­ 
ries.—Bt rliu (hr. London ti lobe.

time. At every great railway terminus 
and every little country* station through­ 
out the island Greenwich time is exact­ 
ly kept. At Yarmouth, as at Penzance, 
the station-master's clock is set by 
Greenwich, and the inhabitants arc 
quite familiar with the difference be­ 
tween “ railway 
time” and “ local 
time.” On the London, Chatham & 
Dover line the time is flashed through 
the telegraph wires every morning at 
ten o'clock. A minute or two earlier 
Ihe lines are cleared, and then at ex­ 
actly ten o'clock at the meridian of 
Greenwich the message goes forth, and 
every clock on the line is brought into 
harmony. It is obviously unnecessary 
to dilate upon the importance of rail­ 
way clocks telling the same story, and 
the difficulty which would ensue if any 
attempt were made to keep local time 
od the crowded lines of Great Britain. 


— From experiments made on young

How to Hpcoiiie a Farmer. 
Some of the very best and most suc- 
| restful farmers in the country are men 
i who were educated for other business, 
i but who, having an inborn love for rural 
I life and its pursuits, have adopted agri- 
I culture as a business, and have brought 
I business habits and a thorough eduea- 
I tion to the work of tilling the soil. 
As 
a rule, however, farmers are not made 
in that way, and the following from a 
correspondent of the Vermont Watch­ 
man is not far out of the way: 
Agriculture and those who engage in 
it have been the theme of very many 
writers and speakers, who, from their 
lofty position, have broached their 
theories, or let fall words of advice or 
counsel as thick almost as the leaves of 
autumn. 
In the midst of such profu­ 
sion a plaiu, practical farmer like my­ 
self might scarcely expect to be hearil. 
I will venture, however, to present a 
few thoughts from my own standpoint, 
which, if it be not so high up in the 
clouds, has at least the advantage of 
being nearer the scene of action. 
That farming is in a bad way—at 
least in some parts of New England— 
seems to be taken for granted, and va­ 
rious and unlike are the remedies pro­ 
posed. 
Educate! educate! educate! say 
some. 
Let tile farmers’ sons be sent 
to college. 
Let them pursnc a liberal 
course of study, aud especially lei 
them master the great and important 
science of agriculture. Then they will 
return home prepared to take hold of 
farming at the right eud, and pursue it 
successfully. 
I noticed in a late num­ 
ber of your paper mention was made 
of a certain gentleman who bad sent 
his son to a business college, and ex­ 
pressed the opinion that such a train­ 
ing was the best he could have to lit 
him for a farmer. 
If tliat gentleman 
expects his son to be a practical farmer, 
I would fain hope he might not be dis­ 
appointed; but I think he will be. 
The 
fact is, a business training gives the 
young man a taste for business (I use 
the term in the popular sense), so that 
he will not be satisfied with the farm­ 
er’s life. 
I would not be understood as saying 
anything apunst a liberal education, as 
such, for the farmer or any one else. 
I believe a highly-educated farmer has 
the advantage of those less favored in 
that respect, other things being equal; 
but my point is that the higher any

In the annual report of the State Board 
of Charities aud Reform, are some state 
iiients which will prove of local interest. 
The jail here was visited September lith 
by the Secretary, accompanied by Volney 
Atwood, Superintendent of the Poor, and 
again November ll by the board. The 
report states that the food furnished for 
breakfast was inspected and found to be 
good in quality and ample in quantity, 
consisting of bread, meat, potatoes and 
coffee. The sewerage, as usual, was 
found defective. The jail was quite 
clean and well kept. The old wooden 
bedsteads 
up 
stairs, 
fought 
to 
be changed into iron ones. 
The great 
increase of vagrants over last year, is 
probably due to the fact that the policy 
of working vagrants upon the streets 
had Ix*eu abandoned, aud they are now 
fed and lodged without being required to 
work. The sewerage ought to be entire­ 
ly changed, and pipes, properly trapped, 
terminating iu the river, should replace 
the present open drain. 
Better ventila­ 
tion should be provided for. The county 
bas purchased land next to the jail, with 
the intention of putting up shops for la­ 
bor for the prisoners, which is a move in 
tile right direction. 
The jail is one of 
fourteen iu the State over twenty years 
old. 
The report urges Rock county to follow 
the example of Dane county in tho treat­ 
ment of vagrants. In Dane county 
stone wall has been built around the jail, 
and a yard thus made in which the tramps 
and others sentenced to hard labor break 
st* »ue under guard. The only expense to 
the ct umty is the pay of the guard, and 
the expose of boarding numerous tramps 
is thus saved. The tramps now avoid 
Madison with its stone yard, aud the 
number has fallen from 197 two years ago, 
to 4 Hie past year. 
The report concerning the |xx*r house 
says that it was found iii good condition, 
ami the treatment of tile inmates seem­ 
ed 
to 
be 
very 
humane. 
Meat 
was furnished twice a day, and the food 
was of go< kl quality. The report speaks 
in commendation of tho treatment of the 
insane. The cells iii which the insane 
an* confined at night are large, clean, 
well warmed, and well ventilated, and a 
great deal of liberty is allowed them iu 
the daytime, there lM*ing three large air­ 
ing courts, with high board fences. One 
result of this liberty is that several 
chronic cases sent to the poorhouse from 
the State Hospital for the Insane, as in­ 
curable, have apparently |been cured in 
the poorhouse, and are now discharged. 
Another, not as pleasant result, is that 
last 
spring an 
insaue mau 
killed 
another insane mau with a stone. 
The 
murderer had not been supposed to be 
dangerous. He is now locked up in a cell 
apart from the others* more as a protec­ 
tion than as a punishment to him, for 
the other insane men declare they will 
lynch him as soon as they get a chance.
